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FOREWORD 

Fine Japanese bronze objects, made during the 
eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, have, by rea- 
son of their wonderful workmanship, varied al- 
loys and colored patinas, enjoyed a universal 
celebrity. Such products as have come to Ameri- 
can collections since the Centennial Exposi- 
tion of 1876 may with considerable reason be 
said to be among the glories belonging to Nippon, 
like gold lacquers forming a great national in- 
dustry that is singularly Japan's own, and for 
which this Empire has been indebted to no one 
except her own artisans. We need but to ex- 
amine the masterpieces displayed in this collec- 
tion, here under consideration, to realize their 
charm and richness, which, as shown in some 
forms of decoration, approach the miraculous. 
All display elegance and imagination, so that one 
cannot sufficiently admire the native instinct 
which enabled the Eastern workers to so well 
understand and fashion things of hard metals 
with homogeneous decorations, comprising de- 
tails, forms and colors that have not been seen 
cf2» until their advent in the Western world, where 



they soon won favor among our early collectors, 
among whom appeared the late Charles H. Cramp 
of Philadelphia. These amateurs saw that it re- 
quired great skill of hand, facility of tools and 
art to produce such conscientious handiwork, the 
inimitable labor appearing to be one of pleasure 
and respect for things beautiful.

Delivery of any purchase will be made only at the Ameri- 
can Art Galleries, or other place of sale, as the case may 
be, and only on presenting the bill of purchase. 

Deliveiy may be made, at the discretion of the Associa- 
tion, of any purchase during the session of the sale at which 
it was sold. 

5. Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a 
business in which the Association is in no wise engaged, and 
will not be performed by the Association for purchasers. The 
Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility 
for employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and 
packers; doing so, however, without any assumption of re- 
sponsibility on its part for the acts and charges of the parties 
engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of 
the purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's 
hammer, and thereafter, while the Association will exercise 
due caution in caring for and delivering such purchase, it 



will not hold itself responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, 
damaged or destroyed. 

Storage charges will be made upon all purchases not 
removed within ten days from the date of the sale thereof. 

7. Guarantee is not made either by the owner or the As- 
sociation of the correctness of the description, genuineness or 
authenticity of any lot, and no sale will be set aside on ac- 
count of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing, or any im- 
perfection not noted. Every lot is on public exhibition one or 
more days prior to its sale, after which it is sold "as is" and 
without recourse. 

The Association exercises great care to catalogue every 
lot correctly, and will give consideration to the opinion of 
any trustworthy expert to the effect that any lot has been 
incorrectly catalogued, and, in its judgment, may either sell 
the lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such 
expert, who thereby would become responsible for such 
damage as might result were his opinion without proper 
foundation.

Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible 
parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or tele- 
phone, will be faithfully attended to without charge or com- 
mission. Any purchase so made will be subject to the above 
Conditions of Sale, which cannot in any manner be modified.
